Most accidents could be 
prevented if the simple rules of 
safety with fire amas are ob 
served. “Trigger happy" hunters, 
says R. K. Callander, extension 
specialist in wildlife conservation 
of Texas A. & M. College, “en- 
danger the lives of every other 
hunter in the woods and also 
cause much damage to wildlife. 
Their wild shooting leaves many 
birds and animals crippled and 
these are lost because they are 
not usually* found until they are 
dead.

Practicing safety with guns in 
the fields or woods is just a good 
conservation practice and it ap­ 
plies to both humans and wildlife. 
Almost two-thirds of all hunting 
accidents r e s u l t from three 
causes: Humans in line of fire, 
mistaking humans for garni- and 
hunting with the safety catch off 
on the rifle.” He points out that 
good sportsmanship is just good 
manners.

for the * right game, 
hunting only in season and not 
taking more game than can be 
used even the bag limit may per­ 
mit the hunter to take more. Bird 
hunters, he says, should use a 
tTaint'd dog to retrieve crippled 
birds. The careful and wise hunt­ 
er puts out cigarettes and camp­ 
fires,

CARVING TURKEY IS 
EASY IF YOU FOLLOW 
THESE SIMPLE RULES 
Carving turkey at Thanksgiv­ 
ing or Christmas is really quite 
easy when a few simple rules are 
followed, says Miss Lucite King, 
County H. D. Agent. 
She has 
several suggestions for making 
the job easy. 
First, Miss King advises using 
a sharp knife. Nothing is more 
discouraging than to saw' away 
at a roasted turkey with a dull 
1 carving knife. 
| 
Place the turkey on its back 
( with the legs facing the carver. 
Pieces of apple or bread cut in 
wedge shapes and placed along 
the back of the turkey will form 
a cradle and hold the bird in 
position. 
Hold the end of the drumstick 
with the left hand and cut down1 
between the body and thigh. A | 
little pressure applied with the 
left hand on the drumstick away 
from the body will help locate 
the hip joint and make the re­ 
moval of the leg easier. 
To carve the drumstick and 
thigh, first separate them at the 
joint. Next lay them flat on the 
platter and place the fork astride 
the bone and cut parallel to the 
bone. 
• 
After the necessary amount of 
dark meat has been carved, re­ 
turn to the bird and place the 
fork astride the breastbone and 
cut into the wTing joint. 
Press 
down to disjoint the wing. 
Next, start cutting the breast 
' meat with a downward sawing 
motion. Thickness of slices may 
vary according to the carver and 
the needs of the occasion. When 
one side of the turkey is finished, 
reverse the turkey and repeat the 
process. 
Miss King states that it is en­ 
tirely proper for the person do- 
j ing the carving to stand. It is 
I also helpful if the guests will en­ 
gage themselves in ordinary con- 
; versation and occasionally com­ 
ment on how well the carver is 
doing the job. This helps to re­ 
lieve the tension of those inex­ 
perienced in the art of carving 
i turkey.

This Interests You 
“Do you have a m aid?” 
Not so very many households 
these days can answer yes, but 
those who do have a maid or any 
other household worker will need 
a copy of a brief booklet bearing 
that question as a title.

Worth social security office, be­ 
gan distributing this booklet to­ 
day. 
This colorful leaflet sets 
out, in a few sentences, just how 
the lady of the house, or any em­ 
ployer of domestic help in or 
around 
the 
home, 
may 
tell 
whether or not the worker is 
brought under the new social se­ 
curity law which becomes effec­ 
tive on January I. 
The work of those regularly 
employed in private homes will be 
credited to social security and 
the employer will be responsible 
for reporting wages, along with 
social security taxes, to the col­ 
lector of internal revenue. 
The title of the pamphlet does 
not stop with “Do You Have a 
M aid?” but continues —“or a 
laundress? — a cook? — chauf­ 
feur? — gardener?”

these, or any other persons em­ 
ployed regularly for work in or 
around a private household may 
come under the new law, and 
Avery urges their employers to 
request a free copy of the booklet.

The aver­ 
age amount used, however, may 
still be no more than half the 
amount that could be used econo­ 
mically. 
A fairly general standard is that 
a farm should be using the equi­ 
valent of IOO to 200 pounds of single 
strength fertilizer per year for each 
tillable acre in the farm. A farm 
of 160 tillable 
acres using 
150 
pounds per tillable acre per year 
would require 12 tons of fertilizer 
per year. 
For most economical operation it 
seems certain that crop expense is 
not an item to reduce but one that 
the average farmer needs to in­ 
crease. For example, good seed is 
high priced, but generally the in­ 
crease in yield offsets the added 
cost.

SOIL CONSERVATION PAYS and Pays 


Not only does clover increase soil 
fertility but the deep root system 
opens up the soil and permits it 
to take up more water. 


W. C. Pitts, Denton-Wise dis­ 
trict cooperator in the Allison 
Conservation Group, has found 
that grass grows better follow­ 
ing soil-building legumes. 
Last 
spring Mr. Pitts seeded a former 
cropland 
field to 
King Ranch 
bluestem. Part of this field had 
been in Madrid clover for four 
years while the remainder of the 
field had not been planted to clo­ 
ver. 
Recently Mr. Pitts stated 
“The KR bluestem following the 
Madrid clover came up to a bet­ 
ter stand, made more growth and 
produced more seed than the KR 
on land that had not been in clo­ 
ver.” Mr. Pitts also stated that 
the increased growth of the grass 
following the clover was espe­ 
cially noticeable during the past 
several weeks of dry weather. 


Hubert Hathorn of the West­ 
side Conservation Group is a firm 
believer in the value of clover for 
increasing crop yields. Mr. Ha­ 
thorn states, “I haven’t finished 
picking cotton yet but can al­ 
ready see that the yield will be 
much greater on land that has 
been in 
Hilham 
clover. I have 
harvested ll bales and expect to 
get 9 or IO more from 27.7 acres 
of land that had been in clovei 
for four 
years. I have 
30 more 
acres in 
cotton that is 
on land 
that has 
never been planted to 
clover. 
The yield from this 30 
acres will be only l l or 12 bates.” 


Aaron 
Ganz 
of 
Chicago, 
the 
“atomic farmer” who has grown 
radioactive tobacco plants, received 
his doctor of philosophy degree in 
pharmacology at the University of 
Chicago.

The liver was shown to pick up 
more of the nicotine than any other 
organ, the brain the least.
